All  movies  will  be  in  the  Lansdowne  Dining  Room;  tickets,  400  for 
College  members  and  50c  for  non-members,  will  be  available  in  the  General  Office 
during  the  preceding  week  or  at  the  door.     Details  on  the  films  may  be  obtained 
from  Nelson  Smith  or,  more  briefly,  from  posters  scattered  around  the  campus. 

We  have  also  been  able  to  confirm  a  showing  of  Antonioni's  BLOW-UP, 
one  of  the  most  intriguing  and  influential  movies  of  the  last  decade.  Operating 
on  several  levels,  the  picture  deals  with  many  aspects  of  modern  society  as  well 
as  with  universal  themes  of  illusion  and  reality.     It's  also  pretty  sexy,  and 
was  released  to  theatres  as  restricted.

Enclosed  with  this  newsletter  is  a  questionnaire 
concerning  colors,  which  should  be  returned  to  the  General  Office  by  November  15; 
resident  mem'iers  will  be  polled  in  the  Dining  Room  on  or  about  November  5. 

Th i  Council  has  determined  to  hold  a  college-wide  contest  for  design  of 
a  crest.     Prizes  will  be  offered  for  the  design  finally  selected;  so  far,  these 
include  a  ca  ;h  prize  of  $10,  a  series  ticket  for  the  Spring  movie  series  and  a 
ticket  for  t  le  Spring  Ball.     Preliminary  designs  should  be  submitted  to  Council 
(through  the  General  Office)  no  later  than  December  1. 

Sc  \e  ideas  which  might  be  of  interest  or  use  in  thinking  about  colors  and 
crests.     Larsdowne  is  names  after  Henry  Charles  Keith  Petty-Fitzmaurice ,  5th  Marquis 
of  Lansdowne  ,  Governer  General  of  Canada  1883-1888.     The  predominant  colors  on  the 
Lansdowne  Coat  of  Arms  are  red,  blue,  gold  and  silver.     (That  other  College  already 
has  red  and  blue;  UBC  has  blue  and  gold;  blue  and  silver  seems  most  appropriate.) 
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The  major  figures  of  the  crest  are  a  beehive  (appropriate  for  our  dorms?)  ,  a 
Sagittarius,  and  two  figures  of  Pegasus,  the  winged  horse.     The  motto  is  "Virtute 
non  verbis"     ("Through  excellence  not  words") .

QUESTIONNAIRE  RESULTS  - 

Radio  in  Commons  Block  -  36  responses  were  received.     Choice  of 
station:     CKLG(FM) ,  35;  CFMS,  3;  UVic  Radio,  3;  six  other  stations,  one  each. 
Where  to  be  played:     Tundra  Room,  31;  Games  Room,  20;  Seminar  Lounge,  15; 
Dining  Room,  32;  Lower  Lounge,  27.     Level  at  which  to  be  played:     ranged  from 
barely  audible  to  above  talking  level,  no  consensus.     Should  it  be  shut  off 
during  exams  and  study  week:     Yes,  14;    No,  22. 

The  results  of  the  poll  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Food 
Services,  with  the  following  Council  recommendation  -  "that  CKLG  (FM)  be  played 
continually,  at  an  appropriate  level  of  volume,  in  the  Dining  Room,  the  Tundra 
Room,  Games  Room  and  the  Lower  Lounge."

College  Yearbook  -  55  responses  were  received:  42  in  favor  of  a 
yearbook,  13  against.  There  were  many  different  suggestions  as  to  the  kind 
of  material  to  be  included,  and  18  volunteers  offered  to  help. 

Council  authorized  Fil  Mauro  to  set  up  a  formal  committee  to  begin 
planning  content,  expenses,  photography  and  general  feasibility.  This  staff 
will  report  progress  to  Council  and  will  begin  actively  to  work  on  some  form 
of  publication.
